Realizing the need for correlation of good engineering with 
standardized design of equipment at a reasonable unit cost 
for capital investment, the Fairmont Coal Bureau has col- 
laborated with a prominent firm of consulting engineers in 
the development of a typical design and layout for a small 
coal-fired industrial steam plant. This plant comprises two 
35,000-pounds-steam-per-hour units (providing for a future 
third unit), completely engineered for efficient coal burning 
with minimum labor requirements. 











The object of this program is to provide a typical layout 
as a guide for consulting engineers which may well prove to 
be the vehicle that will serve to make these small plant proj- 
ects attractive to the consultant. It is a means of discourag- 
ing too much specialized design to suit individual whims.
